William January, alias Charles W. An- 
derson, for .whose pardon a petition 
containing the signatures of 50,000 per- 
sons was presented to President'Roose- 
velt three months ago, was released 
from the prison here today. He will 
return to Kansas City where he will 
engage in business. 
Anderson was convicted of robbery 


in an Oklahoma postoffice and sen- 
tenced for three years. 
He escaped 
two years 'later and went to Kansas 
City, assumed the name of Anderson 
and" married. In April this year, an ex- 
convict who had known January in the 
penitentiary, notified the warden of the 
man's whereabouts and he was re-ar- 
rested and token back to Leavenworth. 


Owing to the exemplary life Ander- 


son had led in Kansas City, his neigh- 
bors started a movement for his re- 
lease. 
The newspapers took up the 
case, with the result that a petition 
which is said to have contained the 
largest number of signatures ever ap- 
pended to an appeal for a pardon, was 
forwarded to Washington. 
President 
Roosevelt reviewed the case and upon 
the request of Attorney General Bona- 
parte, granted a pardon at the expira- 
tion of three months from the time o* 
Anderson's re-arrest. He says 'he wil 
Eeek to have his citizenship restored 
and if successful will then, ask th 
courts to change his name to Anderson 
for the protection of his wife and chil 
dren,

"Race prejudice manifested Itself re- 
cently at the University of Chicago, 
when four Southern white men got up 
from the table In the university dining 
hall, where two colored students were 
seated. No on* blames the^ four for 
getting up from the table, as* everyone 
is free to select his society. But we 
pity them for their thoughtless act of 
petitioning the heads of th« university 
to prohibit negroes from patronizing 
the dining hall. Be it far ever from 
th* minds of Infants, much less from 
the minds 
o"f thinking men, that a 
great school such as the University of 
Chicago should ever close its doors in 
the faces of a class of people who nev- 
er have done anything' but good for 
America> and who wish America to be 
prosperous everywhere. 
"Many Southern whites were asleep 
for a hundred years, feeling that all 
was well. But since the emancipation 
of the negroes they see that these poor 
freedmen will soon outstrip them. Now

Making the City Beautiful. 


lite wowt btot on Otoklaad 1* the nmnfa lying between'Eighth 


«»d Twelfth street*, j«t the, city yean aft> fare • «ol«Tm pledge 
to reclaim the dreary bog and transform it into a public park, 
largely a* a playground for children and as a field for athletic 
games. More than a decade ago a number ol public-spirited 
citizens subscribed the money to purchase the marsh, which was 
presented to the city on condition that it be improred as a park. 


LThe faith pledged by the nrankipttity has never been redeemed, 
and the marsh still remains an enl-smelling eyesore, defacing the 
beauty of the city. 


The games and aquatic sport* arotmd Lake Merritt on th* 


Fourth of July brought by contrast the repubire aspect of the 
marsh. Its state so impressed the Merchants Exchange, which had 
the Independence Day Qelebratiori in charge, that strong resolu- 
tions were passed at the meeting Tuesday night calling upon the 
Council to appropriate $50,000 to dredge Lake Merritt and reclaim 
the marsh according to the promise made by the city years ago. 
A committee consisting of A. Jonas, George W. Arper, H. N. 
Card, R. M. Briare and J. F. W. Sohst was appointed to urge the 
improvement on the municipal authorities. 


In reality three 
necessary 
permanent 
improvements 
are 


bound np with the reclamation of the marsh. The dredging of the 
lake, the construction of a causeway to replace the tottering old 
wooden bridge on Eighth street and the creation of a beauty spot 
and children's playground in the heart of the city. The marsh will 
be filled with mud dredged from the lake, which in turn will be 
cleansed and its waters deepened for boating and sailing. Thus 
three improvements can be made at the cost of one, all of them 
necessary and important from a health and artistic standpoint. 


Moreover, the marsh has become a very valuable piece of 


property, and -would be filled in and built over if owned by private 
parties. 
Its improvement will give the city a splendid park of 


Come thirty acres at the south end of the lake, which will be 
greatly beautified by having a park setting at both ends. The lake 
•bo stands in need of dredging to remove the filthy ooze on the 
bottom to afford a greater depth of water. Contracts have already 
been let for the completion of the boulevard, and the improvement 
of an eleven-acre park at the northeastern extremity of the lake 
has begun. There is already an exquisite bit of park at the-north- 
western extremity of Lake Merritt, and with the acquisition of the 
'Adams Point property the city will be in a position to make the 
lake the center and letting of a park system having no equal in 
the world for beauty and novelty. 


Mayor Mott has promised to reclaim and park the marsh, and 


win undoubtedly redeem his pledge. Two years ago^the Council 
voted money to dredge the lake and fill the marsh, but other needs 
of an immediate and pressing character arose and the park money 
prat diverted thereto. This was, excusable under the circumstances, 
but the reclamation of the marsh below the Twelfth street cause- 
iway Should not be compelled to wait on every other improvement 
in tiie city. It has watted long enough already. In its present con- 
dition it i* a disgrace to the city and a reproach to its good faith.

Quarantining Against Tuberculosis. 


Some sharp criticism has 'been visited on the health authorities 


of Texas for their expressed determination to enforce a quarantine 
against tubercular patients coming from 
other 
States. 
It 
is 


charged that such a quarantine is barbarous and inhuman and an 
unwarranted restriction on travel. The criticism's are not well 
taken. Tuberculosis is an infectious disease, and if it is right to 
quarantine against one form of infection it is right to quarantine 
against other forms. Persons afflicted with smallpox, yellow fever, 
bobonic plague and typhoid are not only quarantined but isolated. 


Tuberculosis is a disease more insidious and 
more 
to 
be 


dreaded than any of the others, and surely people have a right to 
protect themselves from it? infection. Moreover, the action of the 


authorities stops the inhuman practice of sending con- 


sumptive's away to die among strangers. Of late years Southwest 
Texas has been overrun by persons in the last stages of tubercu- 
losis. Often they come with scanty means and become a public 
charge, in addition to spreading a frightful malady. Many fiSte 
have been compelled to deny admission to persons suffering with 
tuberculosis, because their presence drove away the moat desirable 
custom. 


In Southern California the invasion of

patients 


feecame a pest and a menace to public health to such an extent

that energetic measures were taken to prevent their coming. The

Mrs. Kucks declares she went to the 
house of^ her father- Jh- law to prbcufe 
a pet dog, which she says Kucks Sr, 
took from h«r while «n« was living in 
Iteno, Nevada, and which, despite her 
proetsU, he hafl kept in hli possession 
since. 


The woman says. 
"When my dog 
saw me he leaped into my lap and 
kissed me over and over again 
No 
one who was present could have doubt- 
ed that he was mine. 
But Mr. and 
Mrs. Kucks were determined I should 
not have him and when I refused to, 
leave the house without him they called 
in a policeman and said I was drunk. 
They also told him I had threatened 
them with a revolver. 
This was ab- 
surd, as the police can testify, for I 
had no revolver when I was arrested, 
Knowing that they could not substan- 
tiate the charges against mo no com- 
plain twas sworn to, and t was re- 
leased this morning at the second call- 
ing of my case. 


"I never conceived of such Ingrati- 
tude as my husband has shown.

consider what must have been'the feel- 
ings of -his Sassenach listeners which 
caused them to cheer find applaud the 
bold singer.

Why, 
not mnny years ago an Irish 


singer voicing thai ?ong In the remotest 
corner of the British Isles stood a 
chance of being hung, if he escaped be- 
ing drawn and quartered. 
.Yet our 


Denis O'Sullivan since last he set foot 
fn his native city has achieved the un- 
precedented triumph cf making tho 
halls of the English House of Commons 
ring wVth the strains of "Wearing of 
the Green," and that, too, when His 
Majesty, King Edward's, crown minis- 
ters and the premiers of every self- 
governing colony In the world-wide 
British empire sat and listened to— 


"An1 they're hanging men, and wo-

Fre^h from this, and-other triumphs 
across the sea, Denis O'Sullivnn again 
comes to us-unspoiled and, If possible, 
more than ever Imbued with the un- 
quenchable purpose of teaching the'i 
masses of his countrymen, here and 
elsewhere, the beauties of pure Irish 
melodies and popularizing the true 
pootry of Irish bards. 
"I had been warned that my native

"I cannot forget .how resourceful the 


big fire showed our San Francisco peo- 
ple to beT-especlally the press men,' 
who never faltered but put on a bold 
front and resumed giving the world's 
news to their communities just as 
though nothing, serious had happened. 


A FAR CRY. 


"But here I «m back from the old 


country"—the singer broke "off with a 
laugh—"and It's a far cry from Dublin 
to Te Liberty Playhouse In Oakland, 
where 1 am to open Monday night a 
three weeks' season. 
Really, 1 had a 


splendid season abroad. 
I .attended 


the Feiaceoil at Dublin—a rreat mu- 
sical event It. Is, and: It's helping the 
Irish masses to know the best of their 
own music. 


"Then I went to Sligo, where another 


musical festival was held. FIve»ye«» 
ago I had noticed in Belfast that many 
of the best singers came, from Slltfo, 
but that at holme they had been given 
tittle encouragement. I went to work 
and shamed them at Sltgo .Into or- 
•antstac mule fMthr&I» and BOW the*B 
arc anavalv affair*. 
Th*jr. arc. dotnc 
rood in t>p yay of tMtehloc OM b«st—• 


Ing the standard of music. 
As you 


may, perhaps know, I have set my face 
against that class of Irish song which 
Is not Irish at all—such as we often 
hear on the American stage when the 
word« are usiially written by some paid 
poetaster, who puts In the word 'be- 
gorra.' or 'acushla.' as frequently as 
is possible and thinks he Is writing 
Irish. 
The music of these un-Irlsh 


songs Is generally wrlten by Germans 
who know less about the Irish than 
anybody. 
So we have been fed on 


the American stage with such alleged 
musical decoctions as 
'Dear . Little 
Shamrock,' 
'Aeileen 
Alannah,' 
etc., 


which are not 'truly Irish at all. 
In 
real Irish poetry there Is a wealth of 
sentiment, pure thought"," "and tender- 
ness of expression, very different from 
the mawkish sort of dishwater served 
out by the conventional stage Irishman 
here in America, whose songs are often 
too vulgar for decent persons to listen 
to. I always make it a. point of 
slaughtering that kind." 


IN LONDON AND DUBLIN. 


O'Sulllvan would probably have con- 


tinued to smash^ false musical gods 
had »he not been called off from his 
favorite topic. . So tie was gently led 
back to speak of his recent experiences 
in Dublin and London. 


"Well, I had; a part," said he, "in 


the 'wake' of the alleged Home Rule 
Bill which occurred at the 
Mansion 


House In Dublin on May 7. It was at 
the convention of. all. the Irish rep- 
resentatives. 
I represented the divi- 


sion of Totnam and was called In to 
officially sing 'God Save Ireland,' at 
the 'wake.' The only regret was that, 
the words were set ,to the 
tune of 
Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the Boys Are 
Marching,' which isn't an Irish'air, but 
let that go—the tune did Its mission 
no doubt in pur civil war times. 


"Then I was also a guest of the Irish 


National Party when they-entertained 
the visiting Colonial premiers at din- 
ner In London. 
There were present 


the men who are fighting for. Ireland's 
rights In the House of Commons; and 
every self-governing section of the 
British Empire w.as there represented 
by fts premier. And these latter were 
the guests of that section which Is 
nearest to the empire's seat of govern- 
ment, is nearest home, yet alone oc- 
cupies the position of being denied that 
right of self-government extended else- 
• where. • One would think it easier to 
control a section close at hand than 
far across the sfea, don't you think?" 


O'Sulllvan, it will be observed, g-oes 


from Irish song and poetry to Irish 
politics like a duck through a pond of 
water. 
J 


"Well, 
in 
the« presence- of 
the 
assembled premiers, and the chief of 
'the government,' I sang 'Wearing of 
the. Green,' on that occasion, and I put 
into it all the vindictive venomous em- 
phasis t'hat I was capable of doing 
General Botha, premier of the Trans- 
raal who sat at the left hand of John 
Morley, was much moved by the song. 
Besides John Morley there was pres- 
ent of 'the government.' Sir Thomas 
Asqutth, Winston Churchill and others 
of British blue blood. 
"It was the first tfme-that a piano 


accompaniment was ever played 'In the 
House of Commons to a song. 
After 


tha.t 
song the 
policemen on guard 


never challenged my right to enter 
the House. 


AT YE LIBERTY. 


"There Is a very competent company 


with me here and It will present during 
my three weeks' season 'Arrah na Po- 
rue,' 'Peggy Machree' and "The Shau- 
ghraun.' As these plays are largely 
dramatic and the music is .introduced, 
I will give what I consider bona fide 
Irish selections.

GOVERNOR APPOINTS. 


Under the terms of the court's man- 
date, it became Incumbent on Go^er- 
nor Beckham to appoint boards of 
councllmen and aldermen and a mayor 
for the City of Louisville, and county 
Judge for Jefferson county. The mayor 
and4 county Judge were, under the law, 
empowered to flll all the remaining 
offices made vacant by the 
decision 
All the appolntes under the decision 
hold office untU a special election Is 
held In November pf this year to flll 
the offices until 1909. 
Governor Beckham appointed Robert 
W. Blng-ham mayor, and "Walter P. 
Lincoln county judge. 
The new mayor and county judge 


forthwith proceeded to make practical- 
ly a clean sweep of all the minor of- 
fices, and, contrary-wise, none of the 
unsuccessful 
fusion 
candidates 
haa 


been appointed to any vacant place 
except one, a prominent fusion leader 
being appointed sheriff. The mayor al- 
so appointed new boards of safety and 
public works. 


PLAN CLEAN-UP. 


The new 'board of public works Is 


reported, to be contemplating a general 
clean-up of those holding positions in 
that department on the ground that in 
common with the members of the po- 
lice and fire departments their chief 
work has 'been In the nature of organ- 
ized intimidation and conniving at elec- 
tion frauds which caused the overturn- 
ing of the 1905 election. 
The board of safety has already 
made a start by requesting the resig- 
nation of Chief of Police Gunther and 
reducing the assistant chief and six 
captains to the rank of patrolmen. 
Similar sweeping changes are ex- 


pected to be made in the personnel 
of the fire department, although Mayor 
Blngham announced la«t night that he 
would retain the chief, Fillmore Tyson, 
Last Sunday Louisville was abso- 
lutely dry from midnight Saturday un- 
til F o'clock Sunday morning. 
The situation seems to be shaping it- 
self toward one of the fiercest strug- 
gles ever known in Louisville politics, 
the coming autumn.
